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Routes to 
close for 
windfarm 
blades 

MASSIVE wind turbine 
blades will be transported on 
main roads on the border of 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

Road closure orders 
paving the way for the 
transportation of windfarm 
components as abnormal 
loads will come into force 
next month to allow for the 
building of a windfarm in 
Ceredigion. 

Campaigners say the 
transporters could be a sign 
of things to come if larger 
windfarms proposed for Mid 
Wales get the go-ahead. 

Residents of two villages 
on the Shropshire border 
will discuss their fears at a 
meeting tonight (Thursday). 

The Welsh Office has pub¬ 
lished notices proposing tem¬ 
porary road traffic orders for 
the A483 from Llanymynech, 
through Welshpool on the 
way to Ceredigion. 

Parish councillor for Pant 
and Llanymynech, Dilys 
Gaskill, said the order was 
for problem spots along the 
A483, which she said would 
certainly include Llanymy¬ 
nech. She said the orders 
showed the need for a bypass. 

She said: “I assume that 
the English Highways Agency 
will be pursuing a similar 
traffic order so that the 
abnormal loads can travel 
the length of the A483. 

“Our villages already have 
10,000 vehicles a day 
through them, along the 
A483.” 

MD leaving

THE managing director of 
Shropshire Council’s new 
company has left after eight 
months in the job. 

Tom Roehricht was paid 
an £80,000 salary on a nine- 
month fixed term contract 
as managing director of 
ip&e, the company being set 
up to run some services at a 
profit.

Keith Barrow said it had 
reached an amicable agree¬ 
ment with Mr Roehricht and 
there had been no severance 
deal. “He was always on a 
fixed term contract, and we 
got to a point where we were 
looking for someone with a 
different skill set.”

A CALL for more road safety measures 
and a clampdown by police on bad driv¬ 
ing in villages near Oswestry has come 
after an emotional plea from a father who 
said his five-year-old daughter almost 
died on a zebra crossing. 

Oswestry Rural Parish Council this week highlighted the 
dangers of the zebra crossings in Trefonen and Morda. 

And, tonight (Thursday), members of Pant and 


Llanymynech Parish Coun¬ 
cil will look at road safety in 
their villages. 

At Tuesday’s Oswestry 
Rural Parish Council, mem¬ 
bers agreed to write to West 
Mercia Police and Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s road safety 
department asking that offi¬ 
cers be sent into primary 
schools to give talks. 

Ideas to improve road 
safety in Trefonen included 
a 20 mile an hour advisory 
speed limit, physically rais¬ 
ing the zebra crossing to 
slow drivers and installing 
traffic calming measures. 

In the short term, moni¬ 
toring equipment will be set 
up on the road to look at the 
extent of the problem. 

Police have warned that 
officers will not be using 
mobile speed units in Trefo¬ 
nen while the survey equip¬ 
ment is in place to allow a 
true view of the situation to 
be seen. 

Grace Rogers was airlifted 
to Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital after she was 
knocked down by a motor 
caravan on the zebra cross¬ 
ing earlier this month. 

Her parents, Martin and 
Julie, say no more families 
should suffer as they did. Mr 
Rogers said his daughter 
had just gone back to school. 

“She has a fractured 
cheekbone and a crack 
between her eye and ear,” he 
said. “We nearly lost our 
daughter. She is recovering 
but this was a close thing. 
Someone is going to die in

our community if something 
is not done. It might be a 
child, it might be an elderly 
person. 

“Our daughter had a 
lucky escape and I nearly 
lost one of my family. ” 

Councillor Rob Milton 
said: “Morda has a 20 mile 
an hour limit, it has a cross¬ 
ing and it has speed humps. 
But it does not stop bad driv¬ 
ing. I regularly see drivers 
driving on the pavement to 
avoid the speed humps. We 
need to see the police enforc¬ 
ing the speed limit.” 

David Mills, chairman of 
overnors of Trefonen 
chool, in a letter to the 
parish council, said gover¬ 
nors believed the crossing 
was in the wrong place. 

He said cars emerging 
from a side road were com¬ 
ing out straight onto the 
crossing. “The vision is blind

Lloyds to 
keep its 
branch in 
Welshpool 

FEARS that hundreds of 
Lloyds Bank customers in 
Montgomeryshire could be 
forced to change banks or 
travel miles to access their 
accounts have been allayed, 
after the bank gave assur¬ 
ances its Welshpool branch 
is unaffected by the national 
changes. 

Millions of customers 
throughout the UK are 
being forced to change from 
banking with Lloyds to a 
new bank, TSB, which is 
being set up as part of an EU 
ruling after the Co-Opera¬ 
tive Bank pulled out of tak¬ 
ing on more than 600 Lloyds 
branches. 

The original TSB was 
acquired by Lloyds in 1995, 
and is now being re-estab¬ 
lished as a bank in its own 
name to ensure Lloyds does 
not infringe EU rules on the 
number of branches it owns. 

But there had been spec¬ 
ulation that the Welshpool 
and Newtown branches 
would either be changed to 
TSB or closed. 

Lloyds Banking Group 
head of media, Charlotte 
Sjoberg, said: “I can confirm 
that branches in Welshpool 
and Newtown are remaining 
with Lloyds Bank.” 

Last month it was con¬ 
firmed that the Oswestry 
branch of Lloyds would be 
closing later this year. 

The move came after a 
ruling by the European 
Commission to increase 
competition and customer 
choice in the sector through 
the creation of a new bank.

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A COUNCIL grass cutting service to help 
infirm tenants has been scrapped to save 
£50,000 after officials found they were trim¬ 
ming lawns of homes they no longer owned. 

Powys County Council said the grass cutting scheme was 
introduced in 1996 to help older or disabled tenants in the 
former county of Montgomeryshire. 

The council said it was 
difficult to justify a service 
which was not available in 
other parts of the county 
and axing the service for 568 
homes would save £50,000. 

The service was run in 
communities such as Welsh¬ 
pool, Newtown, Llanfair 
Caereinion, Montgomery, 
Llanidloes and Dolfor. 

Councillor Rosemarie 
Harris, cabinet member for 
social services, care, health 
and housing, said in a report 
that a study had shown that 
it was still cutting lawns at 
properties it had sold off. 

She said: “Furthermore, 
where tenants who have 
been assessed as requiring 
this service are no longer 
resident in the properties in 
question, the service has 
continued to be provided 
regardless of the current 
tenant’s ability to carry out 
the works themselves.” 

But Rebecca Evans, AM 
for Mid and West Wales, said 
she feels the service should 
continue as small assistance 
was often the difference 
between people living inde¬ 
pendently at their own home 
or being moved into a home. 

However, she said she was 
concerned about the use of 
public funds to maintain 
lawns on properties unnec¬ 
essarily and she “would like 
an explanation as to why it 
has gone unchallenged and 
unnoticed for so long”. 

But she added: “I am also 
concerned that this service 
will be withdrawn from 
those older or sick council 
house tenants who really 
need it.”

Concerns 
on justice 
service to 
aid young 

A SERVICE tackling youth 
crime in Mid Wales has 
been branded “unsatisfac¬ 
tory” in its work to protect 
the public and potential 
victims. 

A report by HM Inspec¬ 
torate of Probation said 
there is concern over 
Powys Youth Justice Ser¬ 
vice’s work to safeguard 
children and young people. 

But the service has been 
praised for its performance 
in reducing reoffending 
and ensuring that sen¬ 
tences are completed. 

Liz Calderbank, chief 
inspector of probation, said 
the staff were also a strong 
asset to the service and 
said she was confident that 
the service would act quick 
on areas it was not per¬ 
forming in. 

Asset 

She said: “Powys Youth 
Justice Service was work¬ 
ing well with partner agen¬ 
cies to help young people 
complete their sentences 
and sustain positive 
changes in their lives. 

“The staff were a strong 
asset and workers were 
skilled in building relation¬ 
ships with the children and 
young people, and the vic¬ 
tims of their offences. 

“However, there was still 
a need to make consider¬ 
able improvement to 
processes and systems 
relating to protecting the 
public and the child and 
young person themselves 
and to management over¬ 
sight. 

“Transfer arrangements 
also needed extensive 
developments. 

“We found that children 
and young people who were 
looked after by a local 
authority or transferred 
between areas or to proba¬ 
tion and fell under the 
responsibility of more than 
one agency received a lower 
standard of service.”

Housing 
estates 
in village 
opposed 

MORDA is being targeted 
for housing applications, 
despite it having no infra¬ 
structure, councillors have 
said. 

Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council says it is strongly 
against planning applica¬ 
tions for developments at 
three sites in the village.

NEW parking restrictions and double yellow 
lines will be introduced in Welshpool in a bid 
to improve safety and traffic flow. 

Welshpool Town Council was set to approve Powys 
County Council plans to extend yellow lines in eight loca¬ 
tions in the town and to remove them altogether from Gun- 
grog Road at a meeting last night (Wednesday). 

The council was also set to ban lorry unloading in the 
town between 7am and 9am and 4pm to 5.30pm to help 
improve hold ups in the town centre. 

The most controversial of the plans was to extend the

Chris Greatorex said he 
fears the move could spell 
disaster for his business. 

He said: “We have become 
a victim of our own success 
in a way. Unfortunately 
there is not enough parking 
available for the volume of 
people regularly using The 
Armoury.

Hundreds of people use The 
Armoury every week and 
that is despite the current 
parking shortage, so any fur¬ 
ther restriction would not be 
welcomed.” 

But the report to the 
council recommends the 
council supports the plans, 
saying: “Although the con¬ 
sultation showed people in 
favour, it was pointed out by 
councillors that many on the 
Bron y Buckley estate did 
want the proposal to pro¬ 
ceed. On safety grounds the 
council supports this pro¬ 
posal.” 

Other areas where the 
lines will be extended are 
Oldford Rise and Oldford 
Close, but the council wants 
car parking spaces to be 
built on the grassed area in 
front of the flats.

A MAN in his 20s suffered a head 
injury in a serious assault in Oswestry 
on Sunday. 

Police, the air ambulance and foren¬ 
sic experts were called following an 
assault in a flat in Bailey Street. 

Officers arrested a 23-year-old man 
after the incident, which happened just 
after 7am. 

Another man was taken to hospital. 
The severity of his injuries is not yet 
known but police say he had an iso¬ 
lated head injury and the incident is 
being treated as “serious”. 

Locksmith Kevin Gibson, 52, was at 


the scene. “First of all I heard the air 
ambulance flying over at about 
8.20am. I think it landed in the park 
next to the Cambrian Medical Centre. 

“I went into town, then at 9am I saw 
the street was closed up half way up 
Bailey Street.” 

Inspector Scott Harris, from West 
Mercia Police, said: “Just after 7am we 
were called to an address in Bailey 
Street to investigate a report of a seri¬ 
ous assault that had taken place 
nearby. A man aged 23 was arrested 
and bailed on suspicious of assault and 
another man was taken to hospital.” 


The injured man was conscious and 
talking to paramedics when they 
arrived. 

Chris Kowalik, spokesman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said a 
rapid response vehicle with the 
Oswestry Community Paramedic on 
board, a land ambulance and the Mid¬ 
lands Air Ambulance were all sent to 
the scene. 

“The air ambulance conveyed a man 
in his 20s to hospital with an isolated 
head injury,” he added.

London-based property and investment 
company William Pears Group has had its 
bid for lot four accepted. 

Llanwddyn resident Margaret Hughes 
said people living in the area were worried 
about the continuing uncertainty and also 
still disappointed that Severn Trent had not 
allowed Bala-born millionaire businessman 
Rhys Jones to take over the lease for the 
farmland. 

Mr Jones met residents three years and 
revealed he would be interested in taking on 
the management of the land as well as 
explore its tourism potential.

A government grant has been given to the Shropshire 
Housing Alliance charity to breathe new life into two build¬ 
ings on Cross Street and provide affordable housing. The 
£625,000 is part of a £91 million package for towns across 
England. 

Communities minister 
Don Foster announced that 
the funding will help bring 
back into use more than 
6,000 empty and derelict 
homes and commercial 
premises, particularly in the 
Midlands and North . All the 
Shropshire funding will go 
to Oswestry. 

Shropshire Housing 
Alliance managing director 
Julian Price said: “We are 
looking to spend the money 
on shops in Oswestry. 

“We looked at Cross 
Street with Shropshire 
Council because they were 
concerned there were a lot of 
empty shops on that street. 

“We are looking to pur¬ 
chase two buildings and con¬ 
vert the upstairs into flats 
then perhaps find a use con¬ 
nected to us for the shop, 
possibly housing advice serv¬ 
ices.” 

He added: “This is the 
second year that we have 
had a successful bid. 

“We are about to start 
work on a former bank in 
Market Drayton that 
became a nightclub and then 
I think it was empty for 10 
years. We are converting 
that into flats and hope that 
will be finished in January. 

We hope the shops in 
Oswestry will be finished in 
2015. 

“If we can get people liv¬ 
ing there they will spend 
money in the local shops and 
hopefully it will go a little 
way to generating economy 
on the high street.”

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Fire safety 
work goes 
on despite 
cash cuts 

COMMUNITY fire preven¬ 
tion is continuing in 
Oswestry despite budget 
cuts, it has been claimed. 

Fire chiefs say it is vital 
that the work to prevent not 
only fires but road accidents 
and other emergencies car¬ 
ries on across the county. 

Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service is facing cuts of 
£1.3 million every year until 
2016, on top of £3.2 million 
it has already had lost from 
its £20 million annual 
budget. It fears that some of 
its rural stations could be 
closed and fire engines could 
be lost if cuts are forced 
through. 

Ceri Flavelle, watch man¬ 
ager at Oswestry fire sta¬ 
tion, said firefighters have 
recently been touring busi¬ 
nesses in Weston Rhyn car¬ 
rying our fire prevention 
checks. And he said home 
safety risk assessments were 
still available at the moment 
and some free fire alarms 
were still being handed out. 

He said: “Presently we 
are still carrying out home 
safety risk assessments and 
fire detectors are available 
for people over the age of 75 
and living alone and people 
with disabilities.” 

Mr Flavelle said the cur¬ 
rent fire safety messages 
including taking care when 
cooking outdoors. 

“We are also very keen to 
warn against using dispos¬ 
able barbecues when 
indoors,” he added.

A PLANNED housing development will help 
keep young families in Weston Rhyn, a report 
submitted in support of the bid says. 

And the plans for the three homes near the village will 
also add to the supply of smaller less expensive housing 
locally. 

The outline application for the homes at the hamlet of 
Wern has been lodged with Shropshire Council planners 
and is currently out for pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

A planning statement 
submitted on behalf of appli¬ 
cant Alan Jones outlines the 
benefits of the scheme and 
says it fits in with Weston 
Rhyn Parish Council to des¬ 
ignate the whole parish as 
“community cluster” which 
opens up the entire area to 
new development. 

It says: “The proposed 
mix of housing on the appli¬ 
cation site, including the 
provision of two smaller 
semi-detached houses, will 
add to the supply of smaller 
less expensive housing 
locally, giving lower income 
and younger families more 
opportunity to live in the 
rural area, and thus enhanc¬ 
ing the vitality of the rural 
communities. 

“Keeping local younger 
families in the area is a key 
part of social sustainability. 

“We believe that this has 
been a significant factor in 
the parish council’s decision 
to designate the entire 
parish as a community clus¬ 
ter.” 

The statement adds: “The 
Weston Rhyn Parish Council 
has, through its comments 
on the emerging SAMDev 
Plan, expressed its desire 
that the entire Weston Rhyn 
parish should be designated 
as a community cluster. 

“It has expressed and reit¬ 
erated its desire to see 
appropriate new housing 
development take place in a 
variety of locations in the 
parish, rather than only in 
one place, such as the village 
of Weston Rhyn. ” 

The statement says the 
housing proposal will fit in 
with the parish council’s 
wishes. 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to make a decision on the bid 
by August 9.

Head teacher criticises 
Minister's exam views 



THE head of a north Shropshire secondary 
school that tops the league tables in Shrop¬ 
shire for the progress its students make has 
criticised Michael Gove’s views on exams. 

The education minister has vowed to end 
what he calls “dumbed down” exams by 
abolishing GCSEs and brings back a tough 
new O-level style system. 

But Nigel Keates says he wants his pupils 
to leave school, not necessarily with high¬ 
flying exam results but with an ability to 
learn and with an enquiring mind able to 
cope and adapt in the fast changing world. 

Mr Keates is headteacher at St Martins 
School near Oswestry, which in 2012 saw 
students achieve the best results in the 
school’s history with 92per cent achieving 


o< 


five or more GCSE passes at the higher 
grades of C and above. 

It also topped the table of schools whose 
pupils make the best progress during their 
time in secondary school 

Speaking to St Martins, Gobowen and 
Weston Rhyn local joint committee, Mr 
Keates said the school’s aim was to see 
pupils do the best they can. 

“We don’t want to teach our children how 
to pass an exam. We want to children to be 
able to learn independently so that when 
they are in the outside world they will be 
able to adapt and grasp the new technology 
and succeed in an ever changing world.

Campaign leader rejects 
badger cull as a failure 


by Sue Austin 


ONE of the leading badger cam¬ 
paigners in Shropshire has 
claimed a trial held 20 years ago 
which saw 11,000 animals killed 
has shown that a cull cannot help 
eradicate bovine TB in cattle. 

Retired Oswestry police inspector 
Jim Ashley, chairman of Shropshire 
Badger Group, said despite the cull in 
the 1990s bovine TB in cattle had 
remained a problem ever since. 

He said he believed vaccination projects 
taking place in Ireland could be the answer 
in Britain rather than culling the badger 
population. 

Two trial culls are underway and north 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, secretary of 
state for the environment, has called for one 
to take place in Shropshire. 

Infection 

But Mr Ashley said Mr Paterson and pro- 
cull groups such as the National Farmers 
Union were continuing a “charm offensive” 
on the public repeating comments that the 
cull is following scientific advice and that it 
was necessary in order to deal with the 
reservoir of infection within the badger pop¬ 
ulation. 

He said the Randomised Badger Culling 
Trial of the 1990s by Lord Krebs showed 
otherwise. 

“The trial ran for seven years, two years 
longer than planned because of the foot and 
mouth outbreak,” he said. 

“Of the 11,000 badgers that were trapped, 
shot and examined less than 200 were found 
to have bovine TB.” 

“Its final report extended to 287 pages, 
with a large number of conclusions and rec¬ 
ommendations and one conclusion is that 
there is a disease connection between badg¬ 
ers and cattle, which is probably transmitted 
via faeces or urine but they had no clear evi-

reducing significantly the transmission of

WHAT SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS ARE THERE FOR 
LETTING MULTIPLE OCCUPANCY HOUSES? 

Q: I am buying a house and am considering letting it to a number of individual students, each with a separate bedroom but with other facilities shared. Are 
there extra landlord responsibilities when letting a single property to a number of individual tenants? 

A: It appears that you intend to let the property as a ‘House in Multiple Occupation’ (‘HMO’). This is where an entire house or flat is occupied by three 
or more tenants who form two or more households and who share a kitchen, bathroom or toilet. Full details of HMO classification can be found in the 
Housing Act 2004. 

Mandatory HMO licensing applies to all HMOs across both England and Wales that are three or more storeys and are occupied by five or more persons forming 
more than one household. Councils have discretionary powers to extend licensing to other categories of HMO that are not subject to mandatory licensing. 
Failure to licence the property can result in prosecution. Licences are not transferable and therefore even if the property is already licenced you would have to 
apply for a new licence. 

Landlords of HMO’s also have extra responsibilities and The Management of Houses in Multiple Occupation (England)/(Wales) Regulations 2006 (there are 
slight differences in the legislation depending on whether the property is in England or Wales) apply to all HMOs, whether they are licensable or not, and 
impose certain duties on landlords and occupiers of such buildings. The Landlord must ensure that the Property is compliant with Fire and Electrical Safety 
regulations and also ensure that any Gas Boilers are checked each year and issued with a safety certificate. Consideration should also be given to the most 
appropriate form of tenancy agreement for the situation. 

HMOs are a relatively new and complex concept, so it would be advisable for you to seek appropriate legal advice 
before embarking on such a project.

Judge Philip Hughes said H- 1 - 


he appreciated that Watkin 
had changed his lifestyle for 
the better over the last 12 
months, but he said he had 
to learn a lesson. 

He and others had to 
know that gratuitous 
drunken violence would be 
dealt with robustly by the 
courts at all times. 

The judge said the maxi¬ 
mum sentence was one of 
five years and he told 
Watkin that, but for his 
guilty plea, he would have 
received a two year sentence 
after trial. 

Watkin had attended a 
social event involving the 
young farmers’ clubs and 
while there got drunk and 
engaged in violence, the 
judge said. 

He attacked the other 
young man by striking him 
three times to the face. It 
left him with serious injuries 
- his jaw was broken and 
two teeth were damaged. 

He had to undergo sur¬ 
gery under general anaes¬ 


thetic, meaning he could not 
work or sleep properly, he 
had lost confidence and he 
still suffered headaches. 

The aggravating feature 
was that Watkin had previ¬ 
ous convictions for assault 
and a public order offence. 

“It was a completely 
unprovoked attack on Mr 
Lloyd. Afterwards you 
appear to be proud of it and 
were boasting about it,” the 
judge told the court. 

Prosecutor Mr Nicholas 
Williams told how after the 
attack the defendant wrote 
on Facebook that he had hit 
him three times and was 
glad he had done it. 

“He came over and I 
dropped him,” he wrote. 

Mr Andrew Green, 
defending, said that the 
defendant’s offending had 
been down to drink and the 
company he was keeping at 
the time. He had since 
changed his ways and had 
voluntarily been to a drug 
and alcohol help charity. 


Green energy pioneer’s Glasto date

THE Rolling Stones, Mumford and Sons 
and Primal Scream will be joined by a 
Welshpool businessman at this year’s Glas¬ 
tonbury Festival - but Andy Boroughs 
isn’t taking to the stage. 

He is the man behind the low carbon hot 
showers enjoyed by thousands of revellers 
who camp out at the major music event.

Demands for tougher 
treatment of rural crime 



Tougher sentences have been called for by the NFU for thieves who David Mills, chairman of the Shropshire 
steal from farms. NFU. 


FARMERS have called for 
tougher sentences for thieves 
who steal from sheds and 
outbuildings. 

David Mills, chairman of the Shrop¬ 
shire branch of the NFU, said many 
farmers fear rural crime is on the rise 
after insurers confirmed an increase in 
the number of stolen tractors. 

He said tougher custodial sentences 
are needed to deter thieves who steal 
from rural outbuildings. 

Figures from insurance firm NFU 
Mutual have shown the number of 
tractor claims increased by 35 per cent 
this December and January compared 
with the previous year. 

In April West Mercia Police launched 
a campaign to stop rural crime in parts 
of the county. Officers said criminals 
were turning to rural areas to steal 



things such as heating oil, catalytic 
converters and power tools. 

Mr Mills said: “Farmers are very 
worried about rural crime. The police 
are trying their level best but with very 
limited resources. The countryside is a 
big open space so really it’s up to us 
farmers to protect ourselves. 

“At present you get very different 
sentences if you break into a padlocked 
shed or outbuilding compared with if 
you break into someone’s home. 

“Custodial sentences are available 
for people who break into homes but 
the law is much more lenient if you 
break into a shed. It’s too easy for peo¬ 
ple to walk through a farmer’s gate 
and take something - there needs to be 
a punishment which is a deterrent.” 

Clive Harris, from NFU Mutual, 
said: “The sudden increases in farm 
vehicle theft is very worrying - partic¬ 


ularly as it comes after tractor theft fell 
by over 32 per cent in the first 11 
months of 2012. 

“High value tractors worth £25,000 
or more - and particularly those with 
front end loaders - are the most com¬ 
monly stolen tractors at present. 

“Thieves are also increasingly tar¬ 
geting telescopic loaders, quads and 
utility vehicles. 

“If you have something stolen from 
your house the police, by law, have to 
go out and check but the same rule 
does not apply if something is taken 
from a shed. 

“Around Christmas there was a 
spate of vehicle thefts where between 
10 and 20 vehicles went missing. With 
the state of the economy more people 
are stealing because they are looking 
for anything they can get their hands 
on.”

Mark Rosser, from the 
Cain Valley Hotel in Llan¬ 
fyllin, said valley runs had 
taken place without any real 
trouble in recent years. 

He said the key to ensur¬ 
ing problems were kept to a 
minimum was how the trips 
were managed. 

Mr Rosser said: “In gen¬ 


eral I don’t have any major 
issue with the runs. The last 
time we had anything stolen 
was about two years ago 
which was a picture from 
the hotel. 

“We never got it back and 
it was annoying. But since 
then we have had no prob¬ 
lems at all. That may be 
because the latest the runs 
come through here is at 
about 9.30pm. 

“One concern is how the 
trips affect families dining 
here and so we politely ask 
the drinkers not to come 
into the lounge but rather 
stay in the public bar area. 

“Another issue I have is 
with 18th birthdays because 
it is difficult to say who is 18 
and who is not within the 
group. 

“I have spoken to the bus 
companies and organisers 
and advised them that if 
they want to come here they 
must come with ID. 

“The key is the good man¬ 
agement of the runs.” 


How fire crews 
got to the root 
of the problem 

A FIRE engine pulling up at a village church 
sparked fears of a blaze inside. 

But villagers of Weston Rhyn need not 
have worried. For the crew from the 
Oswestry fire station were simply combining 
their weekly training night with cleaning up 
the roof of St John’s Church.

A fork normally used for dealing with 
burning rubbish or hay was used to pull one 
of the offending saplings off by the roots 
which brought cheers from church members. 

But another sapling on the bell tower was 
too high to reach. A grateful Mr Pennington 
said: “I am determined to find a way to reach 
the one up by the bells. It has been growing 
for at least 25 years.”

Disruption 
ahead as 
wall to be 
repaired 

REPAIRS to a retaining wall 
by the side of a country 
road - which council chiefs 
admit are likely to cause 
inconvenience to motorists - 
will start next week. 

Work to repair the wall on 
the B5069 alongside the 
entrance to Brookside close 
to Morda Bridge in Morda, 
near Oswestry, is scheduled 
to start on July 1, according 
to Shropshire Council. 

The work is expected to 
last for up to five weeks. 

Traffic lights were placed 
on the B5069 last week as a 
safety precaution. 

Bosses say the move was 
made because although the 
wall has been leaning for a 
while, monitoring has 
revealed the lean to be 
increasing. 

The proposed work will 
involve taking down and 
rebuilding the damaged 
wall. When the rebuilding 
work is under way, the road 
will continue to remain open 
under traffic light control. 

Claire Wild, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet member 
responsible for bridge main¬ 
tenance, said: “While it is 
appreciated that the existing 
traffic lights may cause 
some inconvenience, it is 
hoped that people can see 
that they are needed for 
safety reasons. 

“In the meantime, every¬ 
one involved will do all that 
they can to complete the 
repair as soon as is reason¬ 
ably possible.” 


Artist Alison's inspiration 
conies from home county 


FROM the pavilions of the Chelsea Flower Show to the catwalks of 
Paris and Toronto, Oswestry artist Alison Holt has seen her work dis¬ 
played around the world. 

Based at her studio in Oakhurst Road, Oswestry, Alison uses embroidery techniques to 
enhance silk paintings, taking her inspiration from the Shropshire countryside near her 
home. She said: “I think it’s fabulous around here. I couldn’t live in a better place for 
inspiration, really. The best of Shropshire is on the doorstep. 

“Very quickly you’re into Wales with beautiful mountains and I think when the seasons 
change and you’ve got autumn colours 
around Ellesmere and snow at the Old Race¬ 
course, it’s fabulous. It’s a great place to live 
and work.” 

Born in Oswestry, Alison always knew she 
wanted to become an artist. 

“All through my childhood I sketched and 
enjoyed all aspects of art and needlework,” 
she said. “I always wanted to go to art col¬ 
lege and I was lucky enough to do that.” 

Alison completed a foundation course at 
Shrewsbury College of Art before being 
selected to study fine art, textiles and 
embroidery at the prestigious Goldsmiths 
College in London, where she was encour¬ 
aged to develop her skills in textile art. 

“I use a basic old sewing machine with 
plain or zigzag stitch and use the machine 
as a tool to draw. At Goldsmiths that’s 
exactly what we were taught to do.” 

After graduating in 1979, Alison taught 
textiles at Wrexham College of Art for three 
years before starting her own studio near 
Chester, and eventually moving back to 
Oswestry in 2000. 

But her work has also taken her much 
further afield. Most recently, Alison’s work 
has been on display in her studio during the 
Borderland Visual Arts Open Studios event, 
as well as featuring in an exhibition at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show at the end of 
May. 

She has a permanent display at the Wil¬ 
low Gallery in Willow Street, Oswestry, and

How Guard Smith was honoured

It’s Saturday, April 27,1929. 

Well, yes, we know it’s not, but we’re 
playing let’s pretend this week, and 
transporting you back in time, thanks to 
an old copy of the Montgomery County 
Times loaned by David Jones of Shrews¬ 
bury.

Moths are fascinating 
guests in your garden

I EXPECT all of us have, at some time, 
opened an egg carton with some trepidation. 

Leaving aside the ever-present possibility of 
runny yolk, we do at least expect there to be 
nothing living within. However this is not so 
if you are a lepidopterist. 

A lepidopterist is someone who specialises 
in butterflies and moths and although I can¬ 
not count myself among their number, as an 
enthusiastic naturalist, I’m always happy to 
give it a go. 

On a recent visit to my local school, it was 
the latter with which I was particularly con¬ 
cerned. 

Children are innately fascinated by natu¬ 
ral history. I once listened to Sir David 
Attenborough talk about his experience walking through a 
field with a young child. The child knelt down and picked 
up a rock. “Look Uncle David, a treasure! A treasure!” the 
child exclaimed excitedly. “What had he found?” Sir David 
asked us. “A slug”. 

As we grow older, many of us lose that innate captivation, 
we all once held for the natural world. But every so often I 
encounter a spark of excitement, which re-kindles the fire 
of optimism I hold for the wildlife of this country and the 
future generations who will be left to care for it. 

Back to moths. I laid my moth trap, with its enormous 
bulb, out in the school grounds. Thankfully the forecast 
was, for once, correct and it was with eager anticipation and 
not a little anxiety that I examined the aforementioned egg 
cartons on the morning of the school visit. The theory is 
that after the moths are attracted to the light, they flutter 
down through holes beneath and find a snug spot within an

egg box to wait out the rest of the night and the forthcom¬ 
ing day 

I had a few minutes before the children arrived. I turned 
over the first box of 10. Nothing. 

The next one; nothing. I broke out in something akin to 
a cold sweat. I had recorded moths before with my mother 
and we’d counted dozens and dozens. 

On about the sixth box I found a rather weary looking 
heart and dart - a moth, true enough, but it has to be said, 
one of the most common and boring species we have here 
in the county. 

Box eight revealed a burnished brass, which is a beautiful 
shimmering-green species. At least I had something to show 
the children. 

I could see them being led by their teacher from the class¬ 
room to the greenhouse where I was stood with my two 
moths. 


I resigned myself to trying to give the impression the two 
species I had were really very exciting indeed and then 
remembered the last two egg boxes. 

I turned them over...and gave a whoop of joy! Not one 
but two poplar hawkmoths, one of the biggest and most 
impressive of the moth species to be found anywhere in 
Britain. I quickly and carefully turned the boxes back over 
so as not to initiate a mass exodus of my four moths and 
the children gathered round. 

I needn’t have worried. They were suitably impressed 
with the heart and dart and the burnished brass before I 
lifted the last two boxes anyway. There was that innate 
sense of wonder working again. When they saw the poplars, 
they let out gasps of amazement. “That’s immense,” one of 
them said. They were overjoyed...as was I.

THE New Saints will play Polish high-fliers Legia Warsaw 
in the second qualifying round of the Champions League 
at Wrexham’s Racecourse ground . 

Within an hour of the draw being made, Legia had requested more than 4,000 
tickets for their away leg on July 17. 

There is a large Polish community in North Wales and with this likely to further boost 
the crowd it was decided to switch the game from from Oswestry’s Park Hall to the Race¬ 
course ground. The return 
leg in Poland will be played 
a week later on July 24. 

TNS narrowly missed out 
on a glamour tie with Scot¬ 
tish giants Celtic. 

The Welsh Premier side 
were so close to being paired 
with the SPL champions 
after just four teams were 
left in the Group Two draw 
in Nyon, Switzerland.

nomenal adventure for us, 
we know it is going to be dif¬ 
ficult, but we will do every¬ 
thing to make sure we 
prepare as well as we can 
and give it our best shot.
